WAINFLEET — It's gone undergone 
various updates and renovations overs 
the years, but Christ Church Anglican 
still stands 150 years after its doors first 
opened. 

The church, aptly located on Church 
St. in Wainfleet, was built near Mill Race 
Creek on land Stephen and Margaret 
Beatty donated to the Church Society 
Diocese of Toronto. 

In fact, bricks used to build the church 
were formed and fired on the banks of 
the creek, said parishioner Roy Shoalts. 

Shoalts said the church was dedicated 
in 1863. 

There will be three events held 


“On Sunday, June 2, the Anglican 
bishop of Niagara (Michael Bird) is 
coming to our church. We're combining 
with All Saints Church from Data City 
for the service that day." 

Shoalts said the Dain City and 
Wainfleet churches share the same min¬ 
ister, Ken Cardwell. Christ Church’s ser¬ 
vices are at 9 a.m. on Sundays and All 
Saints are at 11 a.m. 

But on the day of the bishop’s 
visit, there will only be the service in 
Wainfleet and it will be held at 10 a.m. 
Shoalts said the public is invited to 
come to the service and help celebrate 
the anniversary. 

The next celebration, he said, will be 
held Sunday, July 28, with area politi¬ 
cians coming to give their greetings and 


congratulations during an open house. 

And the final celebration is Sunday, 
Sept. 29, Harvest Sunday, when former 
parishioners and rectors come out for a 
potluck dinner. 

Shoalts said the church, which he has 
been attending for the past 20 years, 
has on average about 35 people in the 
pews on Sundays. Some of those people 
having been coming to the church for 
most of their lives. 

“The strong point of this church is that 

That work includes renovations car¬ 
ried out in 1991 to make the church 
more accessible, a youth room built in 
2003 and dedicated in memory of Rob 
Fulbrook, who was killed in an accident 
at John Deere, and renovations to the 
Sacristy in 2008. 

In 1904, the interior of the church was 
renovated and oak pews and wood work 
were installed. A bell tower was built in 
1927, followed by a church hall in 1957. 

Shoalts said the church has a strong 
ladies group and parishioners help those 
outside the community as well. 

“In 2000, we had a group go down to 
Honduras.” 

That group helped build a multipur¬ 
pose centre in the wake of a hurricane 
which caused major damage across the 
Central American nation.
